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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 10-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by O'Kane, Sr. et 
al. (US 6,635,893), hereafter O'Kane. 

Re claims 10, and 13-15, O'Kane teaches a shielded case (Figs. 1-3) comprising an 
external housing including a multiplicity of walls, wherein the external hosing may comprise a 
multiplicity of rigid walls (Col. 8, 62-67; 9, 1-23); an internal housing nestable within the 
external housing, configured and adapted to provide shielding from radiation (Col. 4 61-67), the 
internal housing comprising panels (side, front, rear, and top) securable to a respective wall of 
the external housing by welding, joined by seaming the lining together at the edges, or glued 
with an adhesive (Col. 5, 1-21). 

Re claim 1 1, O'Kane teaches a shielded case (Figs. 1-3) comprising: a pair of side walls 
24, a front wall 14 connectible between the pair of side walls 24, and a rear wall 16 connectable 
between the pair of side walls 24. 

Re claim 12, O'Kane discloses the radiation shielding material formed of lead or tungsten 

(Abs.) 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1-9 and 22-27 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding claims 1,19, and 22, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, 

does not disclose a detector disposed within the internal housing for detecting radiation energy 

incident thereon. 

Regarding claim 16, the closest prior art discloses most aspects of the claimed invention 
wherein the housing comprises a top wall and a top panel. However, prior art fails to teach or 
suggest a top wall and a top panel including at least one aperture. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/7/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's main argument is that O'Kane fails to teach the limitation of amended 
claim 10 wherein the external hosing includes a multiplicity of rigid walls. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. O'Kane discloses in columns 8 and 9 circumstances where a rigid bag is 
desirable wherein the rigidness may be provided with stiffening layers 50, 52. 

Applicant's arguments, see pg. 10, filed 6/7/05, with respect to claims 16-18 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 16-18 has been withdrawn. 
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Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 10 and 13 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The objection of claims 10 and 13 has been withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
